colonists after the 
Continental army 


hail nearly been cornered. The battle 
of Cowpens. Jan. 17, 1781, fought by 
sub officers on both sides, was a bril- 
liant victory for a daring: officer in the 
Continental army, Gen. Daniel Morgan. 
Gen. 
Morgan gave a most brilliant ex- 


hibition of military tactics in battle. 


January, 1776, saw the siege bf Bos- 


ton, 
which was followed by a long pe- 


riod of depression in the ranks of the 
colonists. 
Desertions were, numerous, 


and-it was a time to try men's souls. 
In December, 1775, Washington made 
his famous, rapid drive 
against 
the 


British, crossing 
the -Delaware and 


lighting the battle of Trenton. This 
was immediately followed by the de- 
pendent January battle o£ 
Princeton. 
January, 177S, the American commis- 
sioners fn Paris succeeded in negotiat- 
ing for the treaty whereby France rec- 
ognized the independence of the. color 
nies 'and gave active support 
to the 


cause. January, 177S, saw Washington 
and his army at Valley Forge.

and there was a mutiny of Penn- 


sylvania troops In that montlu On Jan. 
20, 17SS, camo the actual cessation of

Dr. Chambre was in the Civil 


war and met many men who were 
prominent in that struggle.

have, been a soldier, members of his 
family having been soldiers. 


Dr. Chambre often 
met. Abraham 


Lincoln during the war and was his 
personal friend. 
Speaking of the rank 


and P.lo. of the. Union army, he said tin 
average age was not over 18. years and 
the oldest man in the regiment was but 
40. There was also too much intimacy 
between the officers nnd the men. and j 
the. 
300,000 volunteers were a motley,

He knew Lincoln somewhat bafore, I 


the latter was made president, and he i 
was always the same self noised, quiet. | 
dignified and, in a way. reticent man.

warmly, to give courage and wish God- 
speed. An incident on the lower Poto- : 
mac. late in the war, cave a sidelight j 
on Lincoln's charo.eter. One day there 
came into camp there a tall, gaunt, not 
very handsome man, in a tall hat, on i 
horseback—he didn't ride very well— ' 
but he said he was glad to come down 
there and be among his children. 


A boy not 17 years of age on night 


duty, on picket duty nnd on duty in the 
trenches, was over tired and fell asleep. 
For a sentinel to fall asleep is death. 
The boy was discovered asleep, tried 
by court martial, convicted and con- 
demned to be shot. There was an in- 
tense feeling on the part of the soldiers 
that it was too bad, and it fell to Dr.

The battle 
of Cowpens, Jan. 17, 17S1, fought by 
sub officers on both sides, was a. bril- 
liant victory for a daring officer in the. 
Continental army. Gen. Daniel Morgan.

Morgan gave a most brilliant ex- 


hibition of military tactics in battle.

Thn battle 
of Cowpens, Jan. 17, 17S1, fought by 
sub officers on both sides, was a. bril- 
liant victory for a daring officer in tho 
Continental army, Gen.'Daniel Morgan. 
Gen. 
Morgan gave a most brilliant ex- 


hibition of military tactics in battle. 


January, 1770, saw the siogo of Bos- 


ton, which was followed by a long pe- 
riod of depression in the ranks of tho 
colonists. 
Desertions were numerous, 


and it was a time to try men's souls. 
In December, 1775, Washington made 
his famous rapid 
drive against the 


British, crossing the Delaware and 
.fighting the battle of Trenton. This 
was immediately followed by tho de- 
pendent January battle, of 
Princeton 


January, 177S, tho American commis- 
sioners in Paris succeeded in negotiat- 
ing for the treaty whereby Franco rec- 
ognized the-. Independence of the colo- 
nies and gave active support to 
the 


cause. January, 1778. saw Washington 
and his army at Valley Forge. 
The 


battle of Cowpens came in January, 
17S1, 
and there was a mutiny of Penn- 


sylvania froops in that month. On Jan. 
20, 17SS, eamo the actual cessation of 
hostilities and 
the 
preliminaries of 


peace were signed. 
Rev. Dr. Chambre

coln. 
Dr. Chambre was in the Civil 


war ami met many 
men who were 


prominent in that struggle. He said 
that If ho had not hccn providentially 
elected to the. sacred ministry ho might 
have been a soldier, members of his 
family having been soldiers. 


Dr. Chambre often met Abraham 


I-incoln during the war and was his 
personal friend. 
Speaking of the rank 


and file of tho Union army, ha said tho 
average age was not over IS years and 
the oldest man in the regiment was but 
40. There was also too much Intimacy 
between the officers and the men, and 
the 300,000 volunteers were a motley, 
111 disciplined lot. 
He knew Lincoln somewhat ba.Core, 


the latter was made president, and he 


•as always the same self noised, quiet, 


dignified and, in a way, reticent man. 
but always ready to grasp the 
hand 


warmly, to give courage and wish God- 
speed. An incident on tho lower Poto- 
mac, late in the war, gave a sidelight 
on Lincoln's character. One day there 
came into camp there- a tall, gaunt, not 
very handsome man, in a tall hat, on 
horseback—he didn't ride very well- 
but he said he was glad to come down 
there and be among his children.

duty, on picket duty and on duty in the 
Frenches, was over tired and fell asleep. 
For a sentinel to fall asleep is death.
